Extension of the (truce date from 
noon tomorrow, which had earlier 
been decided: to enable Count Ber- 
nadotte to obtain clarification of 
the conditions without which it is 
expected the Arabs would be un- 
likely to agree to ao truce. has thus 
been effected. ; 

The United Nations Mediator, 
meanwhile, has flown from Belrut, 
in the Lebanon, to Hnifa, for u- 
conference with Mr Moshe Shertok, 
Foreign Minlster of the Provisional 
Government of Israel, on the im- 
migratlon issue ‘which, according to 
Count Rernadotte, Is the only factor 
obstructing a truce agreement be- 
tween Jews and Arabs, 

At the end of a 90-minute talk 
with the Count, Mr Shertok told 
the press at Haifa “we are now 
awalting the Count’s final summing 
up’ of his varlous‘ negotiations: Tho 
Count wil most probably make com- 
munications with both parties which 
will probably require a straight Yes 
er No." . 

Mr Sheriok sald the Count's. In- 
terpretation of the immigration. 
question during the proposed four- 
week truce was among the points 
discussed ot Haifa. He declined, 
however, to Indicate the Count’s 
views, st 

The Foreign Minister said there- 
had still not been any question of 
deciding the dute of the proposed 
ccase-fire,—Reuter.

A dispatch from Amman , where 
Count Folke Bernadotte conferred 
wlth King Abdullah, said the truce 
agreement appeared to be cracklag 
up. It had been accepted in prin- 
ciple last Wednesday by both < the 
Jews and Arabs. 


The Arabs blamed the deadlock 
on Jewish insistence that immigra- 
tion into the Holy Land be allowed’ 
to continue and that the Jerusalem- 
Tel-Aviv highway be kept open. 

Intensive military operations were 
in progress while the truce negotia- 
tlons were being carried on, 

Isracli troops forged a halt circle 
around Arab concentrations on the 
Northeastern approaches of Tel-Aviv 
and drove within three and a halt 
miles ‘of. strategic Tulkorem, Jewish 
leaders said. 

_. PLANES IN ACTION 

Istacli planes hanithered’ Tulkarem 
itself, The Jewish bulletin said 
Jorge fires were touched .off In an 
Arab military camp in that city, the 
western. anchor .of the Arabs’ 
Tulkarem-Jenin-Nablus triangic. 

According to Jewish accounts this 
was the second major threat to Tel- 
Aviv which the Jewish forces have 
blunted in the last two days. The

The Jewish altack was ‘abandoned 
after three hours of close quarter 
fighting falled to dislodge the legion-

Count Bernadotte, the U.N. 
mediator in Palestine, was grim 
faced and noncommittal following 
his Inlks with King Abdullah and 
Trans-Jordan’s ° Foreign, Minister, 
Fawzl Pasha Malki in Amman. 

Ralph Bunche of the U. N. Secre- 
tarint {indicated that negotiations 
were not going well when he told 
newsmen; “We still have hope.” 

A neutral source in Amman said 
the target date for getting the truce 
operative had been moved back until 
Thursday, Count Bernadotte’s party 
left tonight for Calro.—Assoctated 


Press, 
JERUSALEM REPORT 

Jerusalem, June 6—Arab_ shell 
fire and mortar bombs lished Jewish 
Jerusalem night and day_on the 24th 
day of shelling.. Six Jews were 
Killed and dozens {njured, according 
to an unofficial check. 

Total casualties since Legion -and 
volunteer Arab guns were  tralned 
on Jerusalem are now estimated. at 
1,000, of which probably over 100 
fatal. : 

A combined) Haganah and Irgun 
Zval Loum! force attacked the Arab 
Leglon before dawn today, trying 
to dislodge the Arabs from positions 
in Northern Jerusalem, but was 
beaten off. 

While the Irgunists drove on the 
Shelkh Jarrah quarter, two columns 
struck out at right angles to try to 
recapture the police training billet 
captured from the Jews. by the 
Arabs after the British evacuated St 
‘threa weeks ago. One column was 
trapped ond the second had to dis- 
engage its own front to rescue It.

LONDON DENIAL 


“Moscow, June 6.—-Russia to- 
day claimed. ‘that. a.. Soviet 
colonel, stated .by Britain to 
havé-sought ‘political asylum-in 
England, Hid ‘been kidnapped 
‘from Germany, — 
Tass, the official Soviet news 
agency, said that Colonel J. D. 
Tassoyev was taken by British 
intelligence agents from a house 
in Bremen, flown to tain in 
Field Marshal Lord Mont- 
gomery’s personal. plane, held in 
a London flat from which. he 
escaped and was recaptured, 
and eventually was returned to 


Germany. : 

The British Forelgn’OMce today 
denied ‘the Tass-story. -A-spokesman 
of the Foreign Office said that Co- 


lonel Tassoyevy had been brought to |’ 


Britain as a “political refugee" after 
he had asked for asylum. 

-He was returned to Berlin on his 
own wish, he added. A Tass alle- 
gation that Colonel Tassoyev was 
beaten up, was also denied by the 
Foreign Office. 

They described it os highly Improb- 
able that the British Government 
would have returned him to a-place’ 
where he could make a statement on 
the alleged brutality had It been 
truc. 


THE TASS VERSION 


This {s the Tass version of the 
story: On April 23, Mr C. R. Clem, 
the American director of the Bremen 
port, invited Colonel Tassoyev to 
his home for supper. After supper, 
the Russian, with several other 
guests, was Invited for a car ride. 

Two individuals, sitting beside the 
Russfan colonel, unexpectedly boynd 
his hands, took him to the British 


Zone and held him there , till day- |: 


break, —- 

At dawn, they pulled Tassoyev 
aboard an aeroplane and took him 
to London. ‘They kept trying to 
persuade him.-thaf he would be bet- 
ter off than in the Sovict Union. 

In London, Colonel Tassoyev was 
taken to a flat which was a ‘ren- 
dezvous of the British Intelligence 
Service. 

Russian speaking Intelligence 
agents, Tass added, fried to per- 
suade the Russian officer to remain 
in London and fight the igen 

overnment, ey, it wos alleged, 
thes “resorted to threats, blackmail 
and violence in’ an. attempt to 
“oxtort {rom Tassoyev some ‘kind of 
document in order to justify the 
unprecedented violence committed 
against him and in.some way to 
extricate themselves from a scanda- 
lous -affair.” 


COLONEL “ESCAPES”

Mr David Scott-Atkinson, Conser- 
vative: Infd-mation officer for the 
Yorkshire area told a Party meeting: 


“We in the Britlsh Isles occupy 
the 20th place out of 21 jn_ the 
olympic games for newsprint. On a 
recent statement by the President of 
the Board of Trade, we ove con- 
suming 37 per cent of our pre war 
supplies !n order to maintain four- 
bage newspapers. That is an annual 
consumption of 355,000 tons a year. 
A foutt-page newspaper has been 
maintained by running down the 
present stocks fo an almost danger 
evel, 


“It is all the more remarkable 


when one realises an enemy country ! 


like Germany should be using 72 per 
cent of her prewar newsprint while 
Italy Is using, “93 per cent. . The 
United States and Canada are using 
137 per cent and.142 per cent 
respectively, while In South Africa 
the figure is 174 per cent. Even 
Russia has 115 per cent.”
